The Ashevil e “Expositor” 
says that great conste} nation exists in the 
vicinity of the mountain, (One old sin- 
ner, who had been making whiskey tor 
many years in defiance of the revenue law, 
abandoned his illicit work, came out of his 
cave and sent for his neighbors to pray tor 
him. In consequence of the threatened 
voleano, a large praycr meeting has been 


erganized in the community about the 
Bald. 

If it has that effect. a small sized volcano 
would be of benefit in many other regions 
we wot of. 


As it has been asserted that the 
whites and blacks of the South are 
not moving West in any great num- 
bers, we take from two of our eX- 
changes, which reached us on the 
same day, the following facts. The 
Atlanta Constitution says: 

“The emigration of negroes west- 
ward continues to attract public at- 
tention. The tide, it seems, starts 
with diminished volume in Georgia, 
vathering immense additions in Ala- 
bama, to pour its black flood into 
Mississippi, Louisiana or Arkansas. 
‘The spirit of unrest seems to permeate 
the whole race. For while the Geor- 
gia and Alabama blacks are moving 
into Mississippiand Loulsiana, anew 
tide starts westward from those States 
to lose itself on the immense plains 
of Texas.’’

BUTLER 
has any scheme to promote or grudge 
to gratify by the selection of some 
person not named, he will considera- 
biy enliven things about 
tion time.

occur on the second Tuesday after 
official notice of the vacancy, it will 
he held on the 24th, we suppose. In 
the meantime, Massachusetts polities 
may exhibit some amusing phases. 
3UTLER has the will and the pluck 
to make things hot, if the odds are 
not too decidedly against him. And 
then, too, having no moral character, 
he may resort to means which his 
enemies would not employ. 


Tits is emphatically a day of ir. 

vestigations. So great have been +he 
corruption and fraud in the conduct 
of our governmental affairs that, at 
last, public sentiment has been 
shocked, a halt has been ordered and 
the demand made of Congress that 
means be at once, adopted for purifi- 
eation in our affairs. Fraud has riot- 
ed in the lincense purchased of pur- 
chasable Congressmen. The public 
have been remorselessly plundered 
for the benefit of sharpers and swind- 
lers. Thousands of acres of the pub- 
lic lands have been granted to corpo- 
rations already bloated with ill-gotten 
gains, Every day the papers chron- 
icle the defalcation of some agent of 
the government, whose appointment 
was bestowed as a reward for politi- 
cal services rendered,and not because 
of fitness for the discharge of the 
duties incident to the position. 

These evils have existed so long, 
the publie have submitted so quietly 
to the plundering,that'the men, who 
have done the wrong, were embol- 
dened by their success and attempt- 


injuries. Then,as we have said, pub- 
lic sentiment was aroused. Expo- 
sure followed and all the sichening 
details of wrong and infamy became 
known. ‘Then eame the demand for 


inquiry. 


The eountry wanted the 

strictest inyestigation and would be 

satisfied with nothing less than that. 

Congress, responding to the wishes 

of the people, has ordered in vestiga- 

tions and even now the following are 

being made : 

Investigation of the official conduct 
of Judges BusTrED and DURELL, 

into the affairs of the District of 
Columbia and into the working of 
the system in operation in the New 
York Custom House, and a Court of 
Inquiry is sitting for the investiga- 
tion of the official doings of Gen. O. 
O. HowarRD, as Chief of the Freed- 
man’s Bureau. 

The number of these investigations 
is startling. ‘The country has never 
before seen anything like this. 
Heretofore cases of maifeasance have 
occurred and have been promptly 
punished ; but here are a number of 
matters of primeimportance in which 
corruption has been charged, 

We hope that these investigations 
will be vigorously pressed. The 
country has too long patiently borne 
the evils, or the consequences of the 
evils, thus sought to be remedied. 
Let there be full and complete ex- 
plosure, and then let the punishment 
provided by law be swiftly visited 
upon the guilty. The country de- 
mands this; nothing less than this 
will satisfy that demand. 


WE are indebted to the Richmond 
Dispatch for the facts stated below: 

There exists in London an associa- 
tion of bondholders known as the 
British Board of Trade, this Board 
being an auxilliary society to the 
General Court of Members of the 
Corporation of Foreign Bondholders. 
The object of these organizations are 
‘‘the vindication and protection of 
the rights and interests of holders of 
foreign bonds and the maintenance 
of the public credit of foreign gov- 
erpments by the propagation of sound 
doctrines with respect to t'ie punc- 
tual fulfillment of their tinancial en- 
gagements, especially toward foreign 
creditors.”’ 

The list of governments included 
in the report furnished by the Dis- 
patch contains States from France to 
Bavaria. Much interest was mani- 
fested by gentlemen of the last Legis- 
lature concerning the intimate Know- 
ledge possessed by many foreigners 
upon the subject of our State indebt- 
edness. We suspect that much of it 
was obtained through this source. 

The report, the Dispatch says, Is 
arrogant and threatenilg in its tone. 
Already steps have been taken by 
these associations to enforce the col- 


between these associations and her 
Northern creditors has been tormed 
to seek payment from Louisiana by 
Congressional interference. 

Speaking of the duty of the South- 
ern States and of the intention to 
force collection here, these associa- 
tions declare, the report adds: ‘They 
are justified in stating that there will 
be'full aceord in dealing stringently 
With those who do not heed the 
Claims upon them in a fair spirit and 
to the best of their power.”’ 


THE message of Gov. KEMPER, 
vetoing the bill amending the char- 
ter of the city of Petersburg, has pro- 
voked the widest comment. ‘The 
press of Richmond, ineluding the 
papers that favored the bill, sustain 
the Governor. The press of Peters- 
burg is, of course, a unit in opposi- 
tion. The Noafolk journals, while 


to their confidence in the Governor. 
Petersburg, as a matter of course, is 
greatly dissatisfied. It was a sudden 
crumbling of high hopes for relief 
from the evils resulting from Radic: 1 
misrule, They have been sorely op- 
pressed and were jubilant when this 
avenue of escape from their difticul- 
ties was opened for them. Great 
must have been their chagrin when 
they found that closed by the inter- 
position of authority vested in the 
Governor.

Thus be- 
lieving we hope that any bad feelings 
that may have been porn of the dis- 
appointment may be repressed, and 
that some method may yet be devised 
by which Petersburg may be reclaim- 
ed from the clutches of those who 
have found profit in plundering and

The late samples yeu sent mef r analysis, from the deposit which you inform meyou 
intend to ship from, show a decease in the phosphatic value, but a large increase in its 
nitregem compounds, I think, however, from orevious observations of cargoes, that you 
may reasonably expect, that cargoes taken from where these a les were drawn, will 
materially improveed in the saline com Sand magnesia.

The quantity of organic matter, which is still present, is about 12 per cent., and this 
yields about 24% per cent. of ammonia. A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per cent. wa found. All the nitrogen present would be equivalent 
to about 3144 per «ent.ef ammonia, The phosphoric acid in the Guanoj about 1214 per 
cent., equal to 273 per cent. of bone pho phate. A considerable quantity of the phos- 
phoric acid, however, is present, as so-called neutral phospaate of lime, which, being 
slightly solt ble in water, renders the Guan» as quick in its action, as a correspondin 
quantity ef superphosphate would do.

MEXICAN NEWS. 


Fearful Outrages—**Confusion 
Worse Confused. 

Crry OF MEXxIco, March 10.— 
Havana.—A fearful outrage was 
perpetrated by a mob in Ahualul 
county, in the State of Jalisco, last 
Sunday. In the morning the Priest 
delivered an incendiary sermon in the 
course of which he advocated the 
extermination of Protestants. This 
so excited his hearers that the mob 
vathered in theevening, and proceed- 
ing tothe residence of Rev. Jno. Stev- 
ens, a Congregational minister, sent 
out by the Boston Board of Foreign 
Missions, with cries, ‘long live the 
Priests.””? They broke into the house 
and seizing the clergyman smashed 
his head toa jelly, and chopped his 
body into pieces. They a terwards 
sacked the house and carried oll 
everything of yalue. After much 
delay the riot was by the 
local authorities. The government 
has sent a detachment of troops to 
the place. A rigid investigation has 
been set on foot, and orders have been 
issued for the arrest of all the Priests 
in Ahualul county and_ the neigh- 
boring town of ‘Teshitan. rhe 
mob in Saynayo, acting under 
similar religious frenzy, attacked the 
small garrison of the town, burned 
the public archives, and pillaged the 
the houses of the authorities. 

The government of Jalisco has ar- 
rested nine of the bandits who robbed 
the Stage near Guadalajara and killed 
Westfalland Bartholy. A portion 
of the property taken from the pas- 
sengers was found in the possession 
of the prisoners. The Governor of 
the District of Mexico has issued an 
order prohibiting cock-fighting as a 
practice nnworthy of civilized peo- 
ple. Troops are guarding the road 
leading to San Luis Patosi to insure 
the satety of travelers. 

Gieneral Santa Anna will remain 
at Jalisco some time before going to 
the capital. 

Quicksilver mines have been dis- 
covered in Seacatecas.
